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Town officials working on 
mutual CPR issues 


Improving the Highway 582 crossing among priorities

Council members directed town administra¬ 
tors to work with both Alberta Transportation and 
Canadian Pacific Railway to upgrade the crossing 
at Highway 582 and for administrators to work 
with company officials on cleaning up company 
property in town. 

The motion was made at council’s April 14 meet¬ 
ing after Roy Brown, the town’s chief administra¬ 
tive officer, informed council of productive discus¬ 
sions he had with CPR, Mountain View County and 
Town of Carstairs officials on April 1. 

Brown said company officials were accommodat¬ 


ing of suggestions made by others at the meeting. 

“The CPR attitude that we received was not 
the same attitude we’ve seen before,” Brown told 
councillors. 

There was some discussion at the April 1 meeting 
of ceasing whistles as trains move through com¬ 
munities. 

Brown said town administrators want to work 
with Carstairs officials on a joint application of 
whistle cessation. But a whistle cessation study 
must first be undertaken before whistles no longer 
are heard in Didsbury, he said. The $110,000 cost 
of an engineer producing a study would be jointly 
split between Didsbury and Carstairs, Brown told 
councillors. 


Coun. Lavar Adams wondered how many people 
in Didsbury are concerned about the decibel level 
of the whistles in town 

“Is this a majority of residents in the town (who) 
have a concern?" he asked. 

“1 would say there is a significant impact on 
some residents," replied Coun. Joyce McCoy. “The 
money (for a study) seems high,” she said, adding 
that the engineer will make sure that all the criteria 
for whistle cessation will be followed. 

McCoy added that whether the town proceeds 
with whistle cessation or not, she believed the 
safety measures at crossings must be maintained.

Glenn Norman has spent a decade advocating 
for landowners as director for the Alberta Surface 
Rights Federation and wants 
the province to get a bigger cut 
out of oil revenues. 

"We’re sitting with some of 
the lowest royalty rates in the 
world, if not the lowest royalty 
rate," Norman said. 

Norman is the NDP candidate 
for Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills. 

Born and raised in Innisfail, 
he’s an engineer by trade and a 
farmer and rancher by choice. 

While in the midst of calving 
season, Norman criticized how the PC party has 
managed its oil money. 

“They have recklessly managed the resources 


They failed to treat it like owners. They developed 
as fast as they possibly could and they used those 
resources to operate and basically to waste instead 
of saving it in the Heritage Trust Fund,” he said 
"We basically had 44 years of a government that 
squandered the resource, has 
recklessly put us in a constant 
boom and bust.” 

If elected, Norman said he’d 
work on improving the rela¬ 
tionships rural residents have 
with the government and the 
resource sector. Other priorities 
he listed include schools and

Council members are giving Bruce Steel a 
chance to still relocate to Didsbury if it so chooses. 

But in a unanimous motion made on April 14, 
councillors decided to put the lots the company 
has put a deposit on back on the market, indicat¬ 
ing that time has come for the company to begin 
developing the lots that it announced in early 2014 
it would purchase in the Shantz Crossing indus¬ 
trial park. 

After extensive discussions with company rep¬ 
resentatives, Roy Brown, the town’s chief admin¬ 
istrative officer, told councillors during the April 
14 meeting that the company had failed to indicate 
what its intentions were as of April 7. Brown then 
asked how councillors would want to proceed on 
the issue. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy said she thought it would be 
fair for the town to keep the company’s $25,000 
non-refundable deposit it made in 2014 on the lots 


“We need to hold the line on this," he said. 

In an interview following the meeting, McCoy 
said she thought it was the fair thing to do. 

“I realize we haven’t been getting the response 
we want ... but I feel for us to be ethical that we 
need to send the message strongly that we’re done 
waiting for (the company) to tell us when (it is) 
coming, and that's the message we were sending," 
she said. 

“1 wanted to send the message that we’re disap¬ 
pointed with them; however, we’re still willing to 
work with them. 1 think this gave them one last 
opportunity to come through and say they meant 
business this time. Bruce Steel would be a great 
asset to the community, bringing lots of jobs and 
spin off growth in housing, businesses, restaurants 
(and) stores," McCoy said. 

Dalip Prassad, general manager of Bruce Steel, 
insisted when contacted by the Review last week 
that the company still plans on relocating to 
Didsbury, but has yet to secure financing for the 
move. He said he was

Rosebud Park open 
to community

Rosebud Park is now open as a year-round recreational area for the sur¬ 
rounding community to take advantage of. 

In light of the Rosebud Run Sleddog Society folding, Bill Windsor told town 
council members at their April 14 meeting that some on the society felt that 
the trails and other facilities at the park should still be made available to the 
public. The park encompasses 45.2 hectares and is owned by Windsor and his 
wife Kathleen. 

As a result, the park will undergo several upgrades later this year, includ¬ 
ing an elevated permanent stage to be constructed later this summer, eight 
interpretive signs at various points along the trail, improvements to the public 
parking areas and the installation of flush toilets later this month. 

Windsor told council members that off-leash dogs will be allowed at the park. 

In an interview, Windsor said society members decided that the amenities at 
the park should be made available to a wider segment of the community that 
didn’t use the park when sled dog races were held there. 

“We thought it only appropriate the community should be able to enjoy 
the park and trails that they contributed to developing. We’re open to pretty 
much anything anyone might want to use it for. We hope the community will 
embrace it ... because it was the community that made it possible to have it 
here,” he said. 

The trails will be maintained year-round.

Make exchange 
programs easier for 
Canadians, not 
harder for foreigners

Every year, about 60,000 foreign young people 
aged 18 to 30 take advantage of the reciprocal 
working holiday agreements that Canada has with 
some 28 countries. Such agreements allow young 
people from these countries to visit and work in 
Canada for up to a year; young Canadians can 
apply to the same countries for an equivalent 
experience. 

These programs offer wonderful travel and work 
opportunities. 

Young people who are simply financing their travel 
are happy to take lower wage work that Canadians 
with families and mortgages cannot afford to take. 
When recent changes to the Temporary Foreign 
Worker Program were announced, the government 
suggested that the number of foreigners coming 
to Canada on working holiday visas was too high 
compared to Canadian young people going abroad. 
The suggested solution was to reduce the number 
of foreign young people coming to Canada. This is 
absurd. The problem is not numbers. 

It should be equally easy for young Canadians to 
work in other countries as it is for young foreign¬ 
ers to work in Canada. 

Unfortunately, this is not always the case. One 
example is that of my own son. The requirements 
to come to Canada on a working holiday visa are 
simple. You must: 

• be a citizen of one of the countries with which 
Canada has agreements 

• be betweenl8 and 30 

• have $2,500 to help cover expenses 

• take out health insurance for the duration of 
your stay 

• be otherwise admissible to Canada 

• have a round-trip ticket or money to buy a 
departure ticket at the end of your stay. 

Then, once in Canada, young foreigners with 
a working holiday visa need only go to Service 
Canada and get a Social Insurance Number - some¬ 
thing that takes only a few minutes. After that they 
are free to work anywhere for up to a year. 

Now let’s compare that with my son’s experience 
with France. In addition to requirements similar to 
those of Canada, France requires working holiday 
visa applicants to obtain proof from their provin¬ 
cial health insurance plan that coverage will con¬ 
tinue for the duration of their stay in the country, 
even though private insurance for a year is easy to 
purchase. Because provincial health plans gener¬ 
ally only cover absences of six or seven months, 
my son could only apply for a six-month visa. 

When he got a job offer in France, he had to 
submit an application to the French labour authori¬ 
ties and wait 10 business days to be authorized to 
work. In fact, it was almost three weeks before he 
was finally allowed to work. 

If the government of Canada wants to see more 
Canadians take advantage of these reciprocal 
agreements, it should make greater efforts to 
ensure that Canadian young people can obtain 
working holiday visas as easily and as for long as 
can foreigners coming to Canada.

Wait-time report not telling the whole story

You know things are bad when 
the best you can say is “at least 
it hasn’t gotten any worse." That, 
essentially, is the main takeaway 
from the Canadian Institute for 
Health Information’s updated 
report on wait times for health 
care in Canada. 

The media seems to have taken 
the bait, though, seemingly con¬ 
tent with CIHI’s news release 
titled “Wait times remain stable, 
while number of procedures 
grows” and an infographic show¬ 
ing that “[a]bout four out of five 
Canadians have their procedure 
done within medically accept¬ 
able wait times.” In fact, the 
same release could (and prob¬ 
ably should) be titled “Wait times 
have not improved” while the 
infographic could focus instead 
on the roughly one out of five 
Canadians who do not have their 
procedure done within medically 
acceptable wait times. 

To be fair, the CIHI does an 
important job of collecting 
health-care data in Canada. 
However, when examining the 
annual wait-time statistics in its 
recent report, one should be cog¬ 
nizant of three important details. 

First, the report is not compre¬ 
hensive. The overarching conclu¬ 
sions are primarily based on five 
procedures for which pan-Cana¬ 


dian benchmarks were estab¬ 
lished in 2004 - hip replacement, 
knee replacement, hip fracture 
repair, cataract surgery and radi¬ 
ation therapy. While some other 
procedures and diagnostic tests 
(in certain provinces) are men¬ 
tioned, the report ignores almost 
90 per cent of surgical proce¬ 
dures performed in Canada. 

Second, the “acceptable” wait¬ 
time benchmarks used in the 
study are remarkably long. For 
example, the benchmark for hip 
and knee replacement is about 
half a year, while the benchmark 
for cataract surgery is 16 weeks. 
While these benchmarks might 
have been deemed “reasonable" 
by those who established them 
in 2004, it’s questionable whether 
they are reasonable for patients 
who are forced to endure these 
long wait times. 

Third, the wait-time measures 
are incomplete. Provinces usu¬ 
ally only measure a portion of 
the wait-time journey. 

What’s entirely ignored is the 
long wait that patients have to 
face before they even get to see 
a specialist and decide on treat¬ 
ment. 

In reality, the actual delays 
patients experience in Canada 
are considerably longer than 
what the CIHI and governments 
routinely report. Like the CIIIPs 
report, the Fraser Institute study 
finds (across 12 major medical 


specialties and 10 provinces) 
that wait times have somewhat 
stabilized over the last five years. 
However, they have done so at 
a historical high of about 18.2 
weeks - almost twice as long as 
it was in 1993 (9.3 weeks). 

Importantly, the physicians 
surveyed routinely indicate that 
their patients are waiting about 
three weeks longer than what 
they consider to be “clinically 
reasonable” - never mind what 
patients may consider reason¬ 
able. These excessive delays can 
have real consequences. Pain, 
suffering, lost income, poorer 
medical outcomes or even death. 

Finally, the CIHI’s claim that 
wait times for at least three sur¬ 
gical procedures (for which data 
were available) are better than 
the handful of countries cited 
in the report is misleading at 
best. None of these countries is 
known for excellence in avoid¬ 
ing delay. 

Rather than being content with 
the fact that wait times have 
not worsened considerably over 
the past five years, we should 
instead focus on why wait times 
have almost doubled over the 
past two decades, and seek out 
better ways to eliminate unnec¬ 
essary (and harmful) delay.

With the arrival of the first 
settlers in 1894, Didsbury had 34 
inhabitants, all Mennonite. In a little 
over a decade, the landscape was 
transformed from bald prairie to a 
settlement of about 500 people when 
Didsbury was incorporated as a town. 

Following the construction of the 
first building, the immigration shed, 
a church for the Mennonite colonists 
was built nearby in 1896. The logs 
for the building were cut along the 
Little Red Deer River and hauled to 
Didsbury. The 25- by 30-foot squared 
log building had a shingle roof. The 
old church just west of 18th Street 
still stands as a residence today. 

The first commercial business was 
started by blacksmith Ezra Sherick 
who arrived in 1896. The first railway 
station was built in 1897 but it was 
little more than a shack. There was a 
bit of a lull in other settlers arriving, 
but by the turn of the century a great 
influx began. 

A municipal district was formed in 
1899 with Jacob Y.’s nephew Elias 
Shantz as its overseer. Elias died in 
the same year and was the first per¬ 
son to be buried in a parcel of land 
that Jacob Y. Shantz donated for the 
Didsbury Cemetery. 

By 1901 Main Street was lined with 
an impressive collection of false- 
fronted buildings, in what is known as 
the boom-town style, including three 
general stores, a hardware store, a 
hotel, a boarding house, and a full 
complement of the various services 
needed in the era of horses. The 
boarding house, the Alexandra Hotel, 
on the site of the present ATB bank, 


was erected to accommodate “hungry 
land-seekers.” 

A new Mennonite Church was built 
in 1902 on 21st Avenue to replace 
the log church built in 1896. A 
Presbyterian Church was also built 
in 1902. 

The first public school in the town 
was completed in 1902. Prior to that 
there was a rural school at Rosebud 
in 1900. The building still stands. 

When the Village of Didsbury was 
incorporated in 1901, Cornelius 
Hiebert became its first overseer. In 
1903 a post office opened in an early 
store owned by Hiebert. His impres¬ 
sive house built in 1907 at the corner 
of 21st Street and 24th Avenue fol¬ 
lowed his election as the first provin¬ 
cial MLA for Rosebud Constituency. 

In 1902 a new railway station, the 
present one, was built, as well as 
the first grain elevator, although it 
burned to the ground in the same 
year. The first major fire in Didsbury 
in the summer of 1903 destroyed 
part of Main Street and was reported 
in the first weekly newspaper begun 
that year, the Didsbury Pioneer. A 
wood-frame Union Bank erected in 
1903 was rebuilt in 1906 in pressed 
concrete. Didsbury was incorporated 
as a town on Sept. 27, 1906. 

Until he was 85 years old, Jacob 
Y. Shantz paid occasional visits to 
Didsbury to visit his children but 
made his final home in Berlin. Shantz 
died in 1909 in Berlin, 17 years after 
he had arrived in Didsbury. He can 
justifiably be called the “Father of 
Didsbury.”
